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A NEW FIELD DAY FOR DRY CRUSADERS 
One o f the mo st interesting discussio ns o f the 
current fig ht to repeal the eig hteenth amend­ 
m ent co mes fro m Stanley Hig h, fo rmer edito r o f 
the Christian Herald. 
Speaking in Bro o kly n no t lo ng ag o , Mr. Hig h 
warned the dry s o f the land no t to blo ck lati- 
ficatio n o f the repeal amendment. By co ncen­ 
trating in certain states, he said, they mig ht be 
able to do it; but the o nly result wo uld be a 
tho ro ug hg o ing nullificatio n “which wo uld just as 
effectively release the co untry fro m the pro vi­ 
sio ns o f the pro hibito ry amendment as o utrig ht 
repeal” 
But he went o n to add th at this do es no t mean 
th at the fig ht ag ainst alco ho l sho uld end. On the 
co ntrary , he asserted that “this is the mo ment 
when the dry s, o nce ag ain, sho uld declare war o n 
liquo r and make th at declaratio n to o apparent 
to be o verlo o ked.” This declaratio n, he added, 
sho uld invo lve the drafting o f an educatio nal 
plan aimed no t at the natio n’s leg islato rs but at 
its y o ung peo ple. 
Then, remarking that “what the dry cause 
needs is no t mo re pressure in Washing to n and at 
the state capitals, but mo re co nversio ns amo ng 
the co nstituencies,” he clo sed with this asser­ 
tio n: 
“If such a pro g Tam co mes o ut o f the present 
situatio n, then I believe the dry s will o ne day 
lo o k upo n the defeat fo r pro hibitio n as a \icto iy 
fo r temperance.” 
Here, truly , is anti-liquo r ag itatio n o f a kind 
we have no t heard fo r y ears; and in the lo ng 
run it is quite po ssible that it will pro ve abo ut 
the o nly kind wo rth having . It reco g nizes the 
impo rtance o f reaching the individual and per­ 
suading him to do so mething instead o f try ing 
to co mpel him to do it. 
The man who refrains fro m drinking o nly be­ 
cause the drinking places have been clo sed l> apt 
to start ag ain as so o n as he meets his first bo o t­ 
leg g er. But the man who lay s o ft because o f his 
o wn reso lves is an abstainer o f a mo ic trust­ 
wo rthy so rt. Mr. Hig h's call fo r an educatio nal 
campaig n as to the values o f temperance and 
mo deratio n o pens a newr field to the o rg anized 
dry s _ a field in which they can render ex treme­ 
ly useful service. 


COURTESY COSTS BUT LITTLE 
The cheapest thing in the wo rld is co urtesy y et 
it returns big dividends to the m an o r wo man 
who invests in it.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S PROGRAM 
In his inaug ural speech, President Ro o sevelt 
o utlined so me o f the im po rtant thing s which he 
ho pes to acco mplish during the co ming mo nths. 
It is a fine pro g ram th at is intim ated and every 
citizen earnestly ho pes th at it can be carried 
thro ug h in a fo rceful manner. 
His mo st im po rtant pro mise co ncerned the 
banks and banking sy stem o f which we have al­ 
ready seen and felt the results o f his first step 
in carry ing o ut actio n alo ng this line.

An effo rt will be made to equalize po pulatio n 
between city and co untry . This will be difficult 
but will pro ve advantag eo us if it can be carried 
o ut.

Ro o sevelt pro mises to put an end to specula­ 
tio n with o ther peo ple’s mo ney . Just what is 
m eant by speculatio n is im po rtant fo r any in­ 
vestment is speculatio n in the true sense o f the 
wo rd. It is taken th at he means to draw a clo se 
distinctio n between leg itimate business enter­ 
prises and wildcat speculatio n. 
He will spare no effo rt in raising the prices o f 
farm pro ducts. There is no questio ning the need 
fo r this. It is an immense task and can be ac­ 
co mplished o nly by careful planning and actio n. 
Fo reclo sures o n farms and ho mes is to be 
sto pped if po ssible. Federal ex penses are to be 
cut. All fo rms o f transpo rtatio n, public utilities 
and natio nal co mmunicatio ns are to co me under 
natio nal planning and supervising . 
All o f these and o ther less im po rtant inno ­ 
vatio ns are a part o f Ro o sevelt’s new pro g ram to 
resto re no rmal eco no mic co nditio ns. The wel 
wishes o f the co untry g o with him in the success 
o f the pro g ram.------------— o --------------

ing. “We got along swell. I was­ 
n ’t in on the kidnaping a t all.

The reductions would 
extend only over an 8 week peri­ 
od and would be effective as of 
M arch 6.
